Cards For Infractions 


Misuse of Associated Student Body cards brought six stu- 
dents to trial yesterday at the first meeting of the Student 


Faculty Review Board. 


During the closed session, all six pleaded guilty as a 
result of unlawful procedures at last Friday night’s welcome 


dance. 


Two men students, who loaned their AS cards to fellow 
students, will have their student‘ body cards withheld for six 
weeks, thus barring their attendance at SAC social functions 
A freshman student, accused of ‘the same infraction, had his 
sentence suspended since he was not informed of the rule 
concerning non-transferable cards. : 

Another student to whom one card was loaned will have 
his AS card withheld for one quarter of a semester. The sixth 
case involving a woman who lost her card at the dance was 
dismissed because of a false accusation. 

Concluding the Board’s agenda was a Constitutional 
case involving a sophomore representative candidate who was 

, initially declared ineligible since the student was carrying 
four more units than those required for sophomore standing. 
The Board interpreted the AS Constitution to allow any 
undergraduate student to run for campus government posts. 


SAC Freedom Award Arrives;

‘We Need More Lincolns’ 


States UCLA 


Professor

“In every position of leadership we need a Lincoln!” 


These challenging words by 


Dr. John R. Van de Water of 


UCLA climaxed the third annual Convocation Assembly 
last Thursday at Phillips Hall. 
Dr. Van de Water’s address entitled ‘“‘We Need More 


Lincolns,” emphasized Lincoln’s 
great characteristics, such as hu- 
mility, forgiveness, firmness, hon- 
esty, humor, and love of God and 
country. None of these qualities 
died with Lincoln, according to 
Dr. Van de Water, who cited 
examples of what various biograph- 
ers have recorded of Lincoln’s 
practice of his beliefs—examples 
than can be applied to the business 
of molding student’s careers. 

Dr. Van de Water is a professor 
of industrial relations at UCLA 
and is a member of the California 
Bar. For the past two years, he was 
principal speaker at the Orange 
County Management Conference 
at SAC. 

The assembly featured an aca- 
demic procession of faculty in full 
regalia, and Dr. John E. Johnson, 
president of SAC presented a brief 
history of the college, introduced 
guests, and spoke on the subject 
“Your Year Ahead”’. 

The convocation assembly is de- 
signed to acquaint new students 
with the college.

Whittle Eligibility 
Remains Undecided 


For the second consecutive week Santa Ana College 
football fans were left “in the dark” as to the eligibility 
of star halfback Leroy Whittle, the Most Valuable Player 
in the Eastern Conference last year. 


Whittle’s case, taken up last 
week at the conference meeting, 
was tabled until SAC officials 
could bring forth the precedents 
that would justify his eligibility. 
However, many of these previous 
cases upon which the Dons had 
relyed, have either been in other 
conferences or have fallen 
through. 


Proof Needed 


This means, for all intents and 
purposes, that the Don All Ameri- 
can is ineligible and it is up. to 
Santa Ana to prove differently. 

A committee meeting has been 
slated for next Tuesday night in 
which the case will be reviewed 
once again. Meanwhile, the former 
Berkeley High School flash will sit 
out tomorrow night’s game with 
Cabrillo College. 


Two other Doné will also be con- 
sidered at Tuesday’s session. Half- 
back Henry Jones from Zanesville, 
Ohio and guard John Ratliff from 
Bakersfield must get, their change 
of residence cleared by the com- 
mittee. Neither will see action 
against the Seahawks. 


Technicality 
Whittle’s case involves a scholas- 


tic technicality. The former Don of 


the Year for football enrolled in 
the USC Extension School last 
semester for the purpose of making 
up ten units which would enable 
him to enter SC this fall and be 
eligible for football. 


He completed only seven units 
and was therefore not eligible for 
the Trojans. 


The question is now whether or 
not the Eastern Conference recog- 
nizes the Extension School. In a 
similar case, the Western Confer- 
ence ruled in favor of a Cerritos 
lineman.
